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The  Poultry  and  Egg  Situation  is  published  in  February, 
April,  June,  September  and  November. 


Output  of  eggs  and  turkeys  will  remain  above 
year-earlier  levels  through  the  first  half  of  1971.  Broiler 
production  is  expected  to  drop  below  year-earlier  levels 
this  fall  and  be  down  moderately  during  most  of  the  first 
half  of  1971.  Substantially  lower  prices  are  likely  for 
eggs  and  turkeys  through  the  first  quarter  of  1971,  and 
moderately  lower  prices  for  broilers. 

Egg  production  the  rest  of  1970  likely  will  average 
moderately  above  last  year.  However,  output  for  all  of 
1970  will  be  up  just  over  1  percent.  Flock  size  the  first  3 
quarters  of  1970  ran  nearly  2  percent  larger  but  the  rate 
of  lay  averaged  about  1  percent  lower. 

The  laying  flock  likely  will  increase  and  average 
moderately  above  a  year  earlier  through  mid-1971.  The 
laying  flock  on  October  1  this  year  at  321.9  million  was 
2  percent  above  a  year  ago.  Also,  there  were  nearly  4 
million  (5  percent)  more  pullets  3  months  or  older  not 
yet  laying.  The  egg-t\'pe  replacement  chick  hatch  during 
August  was  down  nearly  a  fourth,  but  September 
hatchings  about  held  their  own,  and  eggs  in  incubators 
October  1  were  up  6  percent.  A  gain  in  the  rate  of  lay  is 
expected  from  larger  numbers  of  pullets  entering  the 
laying  flock  and  increased  culling  of  old  flocks. 

Prices  to  producers  for  eggs  in  1970  may  average 
about  2.5  cents  a  dozen  below  the  40  cents  received  in 
1969.  During  the  first  quarter  of  1970  egg  prices  were 
up  nearly  7  cents  a  dozen.  Prices  since  March  generally 
have  been  below  1969.  Prices  remained  weak  during 
October,  averaging  33.2  cents  a  dozen  at  mid-month,  7 
cents  below  October  1969. 

Larger  egg  supplies,  reduced  use  of  eggs  for  hatching, 
and  plentiful  supplies  of  other  high-protein  foods  will 
tend  to  hold  egg  prices  this  fall  and  winter  well  below 
the  relatively  high  levels  of  a  year  earlier. 

Broiler  meat  output  is  dropping  this  fall,  but  for  all 
of  1970  will  average  about  9  percent  above  1969.  Broiler 
chick  placements  have  declined  in  recent  months  and 
have  been  below  year-earlier  levels  since  the  first  of 
September.  Production  likely  will  keep  lagging  during 
most  of  the  first  half  of  1971  as  a  result  of  lower  broiler 
prices  and  higher  feed  costs  this  year.  In  addition, 
continuing  uncertainty  about  the  1970  corn  crop  and 
the  outlook  for  still  higher  production  costs  in  1971  will 
tend  to  delay  a  renewal  of  the  uptrend  in  broiler 
production. 

Wholesale  broiler  prices  (9  cities)  for  1970  will 
average  about  a  tenth  below  the  29.1  cents  received  in 
1969.  Fall  and  winter  prices  may  run  moderately  below 
a  year  earlier,  then  strengthen  some  next  spring.  The 
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positive  effect  of  reduced  output  on  prices  in  coming 
months  may  be  more  than  offset  by  increased  supplies 
of  other  high-protein  foods,  particularly  pork.  Hog 
slaughter  this  fall  is  up  substantially  and  prices  are  down. 
Continuation  of  both  trends  is  likely  through  winter  and 
spring. 

Turkey  meat  output  in  1970  will  total  about  10 
percent  above  last  year.  January -September  slaughter 
was  up  13  percent,  but  the  margin  has  narrowed.  Output 
will  be  moderately  above  year-earlier  levels  through  the 
balance  of  1970  and  substantially  above  in  the  first  half 
of  1971. 

The  number  of  poults  hatched  has  declined 
seasonally  since  spring  but  the  fall  hatch  is  running 
sharply  above  1969.  Most  of  these  turkeys  will  be 
marketed  in  early  1971.  Also,  eggs  in  incubators  on 
October  1  were  up  sharply. 

This  year's  higher  turkey  prices  (up  14  percent  in 
January-October)  probably  will  lead  to  a  further  output 
expansion  in  1971  despite  increasing  costs  of 
production.  Turkey  breeder  flock  owners  in  15  major 


producing  States  indicated  their  plans  in  September  to 
keep  10  percent  more  breeder  hens  for  the  1971 
hatching  season— 19  percent  more  light  breed  hens  and  9 
percent  more  heavy  breed. 

Higher  prices  and  more  output  in  January-September 
resulted  in  a  buildup  of  turkey  in  cold  storage.  Stocks 
have  increased  seasonally  since  June  and  on  October  1 
totaled  341  million  pounds,  about  12  million  more  than 
on  October  1,  1969.  Turkey  stocks  next  January  may  be 
up  about  a  half  from  the  192  million  pounds  of  January 
1,  1970. 

Live  turkey  prices  through  September  held  above 
year-earlier  levels  but  have  trended  down  since  March. 
Prices  averaged  22.0  cents  a  pound  in  October  compared 
with  25.6  cents  in  March  and  22.6  cents  in  October 
1969.  Prices  the  rest  of  1970  may  remain  near  the 
October  level  and  average  moderately  below  the  24  cents 
received  in  the  last  quarter  of  1969.  Larger  cold  storage 
stocks  next  January  1,  increased  turkey  production,  and 
larger  supplies  of  red  meats  likely  will  hold  turkey  prices 
in  the  first  half  of  1971  well  below  year-earlier  levels. 


SITUATION  AND  OUTLOOK 


EGGS 


Recent  Situation 


Supply— The  supply  of  eggs  for  this  year  will  total 
slightly  above  the  191.5  million  cases  in  1969  but  below 
expectations  early  this  year.  Egg  production  through 
September  totaled  144.8  million  cases,  up  about  1 
percent.  Production  was  up  3  percent  in  January  but 
slipped  in  May  and  June.  Subsequently,  production 
recovered  and  in  September  averaged  2  percent  above 
September  1969.  The  lower  than  expected  production 
so  far  this  year  has  resulted  largely  from  increased 
culling  of  old  flocks  in  recent  months  and  a  rate  of  lay 
below  last  year  during  most  of  1970. 

The  small  increase  in  production  resulted  from  a 
larger  laying  flock.  The  number  of  layers,  3  percent

larger  on  January  1,  fell  more  than  usual  and  on  June  1 
totaled  only  1  percent  above  June  1,  1969.  Flock  size 
has  trended  up  since  June  and  during  September 
averaged  318.4  million  birds— 2  percent  more  than  a  year 
earlier.  During  January-August  the  rate  of  lay  averaged 
about  1  percent  lower.  The  rate  of  lay  remained  slightly 
below  year-earlier  levels  during  September. 

/mporfs— Imports  of  eggs  and  egg  products  for 
January- August  totaled  778,000  cases  (shell  equivalent), 
about  one-half  a  percent  of  total  supply.  This  compares 
with  87,000  cases  during  the  same  period  of  1969. 
About  four-fifths  of  the  egg  imports  in  1970  were  shell 
eggs,  compared  with  about  a  fifth  last  year.  Most  of  the 
egg  imports  were  received  during  the  first  quarter  of 
1970  when  domestic  shell  egg  prices  were  relatively  high. 

Stocks— Cold  storage  holdings  of  eggs  during  the  first 
8  months  of  this  year  averaged  below  the  relatively  low 
levels  of  1969.  A  sharp  increase  in  shell  egg  stocks  during 
September  resulted  in  cold  storage  stocks  on  October  1 
above  a  year  earlier.  Stocks  of  all  eggs  on  January  1, 
1970,  totaled  1.1  million  cases,  0.7  million  below  a  year 
earlier  and  less  than  half  of  January  1,  1968,  stocks. 
Although  16  percent  more  eggs  were  used  by  breakers 
during  January-September  this  year,  stocks  of  shell  and 
frozen  eggs  on  October  1  were  only  10  percent  above 
the  relatively  low  stocks  of  a  year  ago.  Frozen  eggs  in 
storage  on  October  1,  1970,  totaled  about  59  million 
pounds,  equivalent  to  1.5  million  cases  shell  eggs, 
compared  with  56  million  pounds  and  1.4  million  cases  a 
year  earlier.  Stocks  of  shell  eggs  in  cold  storage  on 
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October  1  totaled  180,000  cases  compared  with  98,000 
cases  on  September  1  and  85,000  on  October  1,  1969. 

Prices— LzTger  production  and  reduced  demand  for 
eggs  resulted  in  egg  prices  declining  sharply  during 
September  and  early  October.  The  Chicago  delivered 
price  for  large  eggs  (80  percent  Grade  A)  declined  from 
47.3  cents  a  dozen  for  the  first  week  of  September  to 
36.9  cents  for  the  week  ended  October  30.  This  was 
13.5  cents  a  dozen  below  a  year  earlier. 

Prices  received  by  producers  for  all  eggs  averaged 
33.2  cents  a  dozen  in  mid-October,  compared  with  38.8 
cents  for  the  previous  month  and  40.4  cents  for  October 
1969.

Prices  paid  by  producers  for  laying  feed  have 
increased  in  recent  months.  In  October,  laying  feed 
averaged  $87.00  a  ton-$l  above  September  and  $7.00 
above  October  1969.  Costs  of  other  production  items 
also  are  higher.  The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for 
production  items  (including  feed,  interest,  taxes,  and 
wage  rates  averaged  138  in  October  (1957-59=100), 
compared  with  137  in  September  and  131a  year  earlier. 

The  egg  feed-price  ratio  has  been  below  a  year  earlier 
since  March  of  this  year  as  a  result  of  lower  egg  prices 
and  increased  feed  costs.  Egg  prices  fell  sharply  in  the 
spring  and  have  been  below  1969  levels  since  late  March. 
At  the  same  time  feed  prices  have  trended  higher.  The 
ratio  for  October  was  7.6  compared  with  9.0  in 
September  and  10.1  for  October  1969. 

Utilization-PeT  capita  egg  supplies  available  to 
civilians  for  food  during  January-September  1970  were 
about  1  percent  below  a  year  earlier.  Larger  egg 
production  and  increased  imports  of  eggs  during  this 
period  were  more  than  offset  by  increased  population, 
reduced  Januar>'  1  cold  storage  stocks  of  eggs,  increased 
use  of  eggs  for  hatchery  purposes,  and  a  small  increase  in 
egg  shipments  to  American  territories. 

During  the  first  8  months  of  this  year,  9.5  million  cases 
of  eggs  were  used  for  hatchery  purposes-7  percent  more 
than  a  year  earlier.  Eggs  set  for  broiler  t)'pe  chicks  were 


7  percent  greater  and  8  percent  more  went  for  egg  type 
chicks.  Eggs  going  for  hatching  purposes  in 
January- August  this  year  accounted  for  7.4  percent  of 
total  egg  use,  compared  with  6.9  percent  in  1969. 

Exports  and  Shipments— Eggs  and  egg  products 
exported  and  shipped  to  territories  during 
January-August  totaled  1.0  million  cases  compared  with 
0.9  million  last  year.  Exports  (excluding  shipments) 
during  this  period  totaled  320,000  cases,  shell 
equivalent,  down  25  percent  from  last  year.  Exports  of 
shell  eggs  accounted  for  less  than  10  percent  of  the  total. 
Total  egg  exports  accounted  for  only  about  one-quarter 
percent  of  eggs  produced  during  this  period.  In  addition, 
egg  shipments  to  American  territories  in  the  first  8 
months  of  1970  totaled  663,000  cases,  27  percent  above 
the  same  period  of  1969. 

Other  Uses— Liquid  egg  production  has  continued 
above  the  relatively  low  pace  of  1969.  During  September 
producers  of  liquid  egg  products  used  1.5  million  cases 
of  shell  eggs.  This  is  7  percent  less  than  in  August  but  25 
percent  more"  than  in  September  1969.  Eggs  going  to 
breakers  during  January-September  this  year  totaled 
14.6  million  cases  compared  with  12.6  million  in  the 
same  months  last  year.  During  this  period,  liquid  egg 
production  going  for  immediate  consumption  totaled  80 
million  pounds  or  14  percent  of  total  production.  This 
compares  with  61  million  pounds  and  12  percent  of 
production  during  the  same  months  of  1969. 

USDA  purchases  during  1970  of  scrambled  egg  mix, 
containing  a  minimum  of  51  percent  egg  solids,  totaled 
16.6  million  pounds.  This  was  equivalent  to  about 
846,000  cases  of  shell  eggs  and  approximately  a  tenth 
more  than  in  1969.  The  egg  mix  purchase  program  for 
1970  ended  June  24. 

Outlook 

Production— Egg  production  is  expected  to  gain 
further  over  year-earlier  levels  during  the  balance  of 
1970  and  the  first  half  of  1971.  The  laying  flock  on 
October  1  totaled  322  millfon  birds,  2.5  percent  more 
than  on  October  1,  1969.  In  addition,  the  number  of 
pullets  3  months  old  or  older  and  not  laying  totaled 
nearly  75  million— about  4  million  more  than  a  year 
earlier.  Although,  the  hatch  of  egg-type  replacement 
chicks  during  August  was  down  nearly  a  fourth, 
hatchings  in  September  were  about  the  same  as  a  year 
ago  and  eggs  in  incubators  on  October  1  were  up  6 
percent. 

The  laying  flock  through  mid-1971  will  contain  more 
pullets  and  fewer  hens  than  a  year  earlier.  With  a 
younger  flock,  the  rate  of  lay  likely  will  gain  and  average 
above  a  year  earlier,  particularly  during  the  first  half  of 
1971. 

Part  of  the  sharp  increase  in  replacement  pullets 
entering  the  laying  flock  in  recent  months  has  been 
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offset  by  increased  culling  of  old  flocks.  Slaughter  of 
egg-t>'pe  mature  chickens  in  Federally  inspected  plants 
during  the  first  half  of  1970  totaled  72  million— 2 
million  more  than  in  the  first  half  of  1969.  Marketings 
of  light-type  mature  chickens  increased  sharply  after 
midyear.  Slaughter  for  July-September  totaled  31.9 
million  hens.  This  compares  with  28.8  million  in  the 
same  period  of  1969.  Weekly  slaughter  reports  indicate 
that  marketing  of  old  hens  during  October  continued 
well  above  October  1969. 

Pn'c^s— Egg  prices  received  by  producers  in  1970  will 
average  about  2  cents  a  dozen  below  the  40  cents 
received  in  1969.  Continued  larger  production  of  eggs 
this  fall  and  winter  likely  will  hold  egg  prices  well  below 
the  relatively  high  prices  of  a  year  earlier.  Prices  to 
producers  averaged  about  48  cents  a  dozen  in  the  fourth 
quarter  of  1969  and  the  first  quarter  of  1970. 

Prices  next  spring  likely  will  show  about  the  usual 
seasonal  decline,  much  less  than  the  sharp  decline  that 
occurred  in  1970,  and  may  average  near  the  31.8  cents  a 
dozen  received  by  producers  in  the  second  quarter  of 
1970.  In  addition  to  larger  expected  production,  egg 
prices  will  be  under  pressure  from  larger  supplies  of 
other  high-protein  foods.  However,  expected  strong 
demand  for  shell  eggs  by  breakers  during  the  first  half  of 
1971  will  tend  to  lessen  the  pressure  on  prices. 

Prices  for  laying  feed  in  coming  months  are  expected 
to  be  substantially  above  year-earlier  levels.  The  smaller 
corn  crop  will  bolster  the  overall  cost  of  ration 
ingredients  through  at  least  the  first  half  of  1971.  The 
cost  of  most  other  production  items  will  continue  to 
increase  in  1971,  but  perhaps  at  a  slower  pace  than  this 
year. 

Utilization— Consumption  of  shell  eggs  in  1970 
probably  will  total  below  1969  despite  increased  egg 
production.  The  increased  production  may  be  more  than 
offset  by  larger  use  for  liquid  egg  production  and  for 
hatching  purposes.  If  egg  production  increases  as 
expected  in  the  first  half  of  1971,  consumption 
probably  will  exceed  year-earlier  levels.  Hatcheries  may 
use  fewer  eggs  during  the  first  half  of  1971— both  for 
broiler  chicks  and  egg-type  chicks. 


BROILERS 

Recent  Situation 

Production— Broiler  chick  placements  have  declined 
in  recent  months  and  have  been  below  year-earlier  levels 
since  the  first  of  September.  But  for  January-August 
weekly  placements  averaged  nearly  9  percent  above  last 
year— ranging  from  14  percent  above  in  January  to  5 
percent  above  in  August.  Weekly  placements  during 
September-October  averaged  about  5  percent  below  a 
year  earlier. 


Broiler  meat  output  in  Federally  inspected  plants 
during  the  first  9  months  of  1970  totaled  5.5  billion 
pounds,  ready-to-cook  weight,  12  percent  above  the 
same  period  of  1969.  Output  for  September  averaged 
only  6  percent  above  September  1969.  The  number  of 
birds  marketed  through  September  this  year  was  up  12.2 
percent  and  the  average  liveweight,  at  3.6  pounds,  was 
up  about  1  percent.  Condemnations  during  this  period 
averaged  3.5  percent  of  quantity  inspected,  compared 
with  3.0  a  year  ago.

(mostly  broilers)  inspected  for  further  processing  and  ' 

cutting  up  under  Federal  inspection  totaled  1.6  billion  ' 
pounds,  ready-to-cook  weight— 14  percent  above  a  year 

earlier.  Of  the  amount  inspected,  about  85  percent  was  ' 

cut  up  with  the  balance  going  for  processing  beyond  the  ' 

cut-up  stage.  This  was  about  the  same  distribution  as  last  ^ 

year.  ' 

Pn'c^s— Broiler  prices  have  been  below  year-earlier  " 

levels  since  January.  Broiler  markets  stayed  weak  in  ' 

recent  weeks  as  broiler  supplies  remained  large  and  ^ 

supplies  of  red  meats  increased.  Wholesale  prices  of  ' 

ready-to-cook  broilers  in  9  cities  averaged  25.9  cents  a  " 

pound  for  July-September— 5  cents  below  the  same  ' 
months  of  1969.  Prices  fell  to  23.5  cents  a  pound  for  the  t  f 
first  week  of  October,  then  strengthened  to  25.0  cents  •  " 
for  all  of  October.  Broiler  markets  fell  sharply  in  early  '  " 
November  to  22.0  cents,  the  lowest  since  late  1967. 

The  broiler-feed  price  ratio  in  July-October  averaged  " 
2.8  compared  with  3.5  for  the  same  months  of  1969. 

This  lower  ratio  resulted  from  a  18  percent  lower  \\ 

average  live  price  for  broilers  combined  with  a  3.5  0 
percent  higher  feed  price.

services,  including  interest,  taxes,  and  farm  wage  rates, 
was  up  4.5  percent  from  1969.  Prices  for  hatching  eggs 
have  decHned  in  1970.  Georgia  broiler  chick  hatching 
eggs  in  1970  have  averaged  about  14  percent  below  last 
year. 

Utilization— Expons  through  August  this  year  of 
whole  young  chickens  and  parts  totaled  61.6  million 
pounds,  compared  with  58.5  million  in  1969.  Exports  of 
whole  young  chickens  were  up  10  percent  while  chicken 
parts  increased  only  about  4  percent.  The  proportion  of 
whole  birds  has  declined  in  recent  years.  In  1969  nearly 
three-fourths  of  the  young  chickens  exported  were 
cut-up,  compared  with  about  65  percent  in  1967,  the 
first  year  for  such  data.  Exports  to  Switzerland  and 
Greece  under  USDA's  Export  Payment  Program 
accounted  for  13.8  million  pounds,  compared  with  11.5 
million  pounds  for  the  same  months  of  1969. 

USDA  Purchases— Purchases  of  fresh  frozen  cut-up 
young  chicken  for  the  National  School  Lunch  Program 
for  the  current  school  year  were  begun  in  August. 
Through  October  purchases  totaled  27.3  million  pounds 
at  a  cost  of  $8.5  million.  This  compares  with  21.3 
million  pounds  and  $7.4  million  through  approximately 
the  same  date  in  1969.  Purchases  this  year  were  started 
about  a  month  earlier  than  in  1969.  In  addition  USDA 
has  bought  62.6  million  pounds,  equivalent 
ready-to-cook  weight,  of  canned  boned  chicken  this  year 
for  distribution  to  needy  persons.  For  all  of  1969,  when 
purchases  were  largely  of  canned  boned  turkey,  buying 
of  canned  boned  chicken  totaled  4.1  million  pounds  at  a 
cost  of  $1.6  million. 

Outlook 

Production— BtoUct  meat  production  during  all  of 
1970  likely  will  total  about  9  percent  above  1969. 
Output,  above  1969  so  far  this  year,  will  fall  below 
year-earlier  levels  this  fall.  Lower  prices  for  broilers  and 
higher  feed  costs  will  likely  result  in  lower  production  in 
coming  months.  Also,  uncertainty  about  the  com  crop 
and  prices  for  broiler  feed  will  tend  to  discourage  any 
expansion.  Output  during  most  of  the  first  half  of  1971 


probably  will  be  moderately  below  the  first  half  of 
1970.  The  latest  USDA  broiler  guide  suggests  that 
broiler  egg  settings  for  first  quarter  1971  slaughter  be 
reduced  by  8  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

Pullet  chick  placements  for  the  broiler  hatchery 
supply  flock  have  averaged  below  year-earlier  levels  in 
recent  months.  Reduced  placements  and  increased 
slaughter  of  heavy  mature  chickens  in  recent  months 
may  result  in  a  broiler  hatchery  supply  flock  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1971  about  the  same  as  the  first  quarter 
of  1970. 

Prices— Wholesale  broiler  prices  for  1970  are  expected 
to  average  about  3  cents  a  pound  below  the  29.1  cents 
received  in  1969.  Prices  for  broilers  this  fall  and  winter 
likely  will  be  down  moderately.  Prices  in  the  spring  may 
strengthen  and  average  near  those  of  spring  1970. 
However,  the  positive  effect  on  prices  of  the  expected 
lower  broiler  production  may  be  more  than  offset  by 
increased  supplies  of  other  high-protein  foods, 
particularly  pork. 

Hog  slaughter  this  fall  is  expected  to  run  considerably 
larger  than  a  year  ago.  The  September  Hogs  and  Pigs 
report  from  USDA  indicated  13  percent  more  market 
hogs  on  farms  in  10  Corn  Belt  States  on  September  1 
than  a  year  ago.  These  States  account  for  about 
three-fourths  of  all  hogs  produced.  There  were  11 
percent  more  hogs  weighing  over  60  pounds,  indicating 
increased  short-term  marketings.

Hog  slaughter  in  the  first  half  of  1971  will  continue 
well  above  the  first  half  of  1970.  Winter  slaughter  will 
reflect  the  15  percent  increase  in  the  number  of  hogs 
weighing  less  than  60  pounds  in  10  Com  Belt  States  on 
September  1.  Slaughter  next  spring  will  come  largely 
from  September-November  1970  farrowings,  now 
expected  to  be  up  about  1 3  percent. 

Broiler  production  costs  through  the  first  half  of 
1971  will  be  substantially  higher.  Prices  of  feed  grains 
probably  will  be  well  above  1970  because  of  the  expected 
lower  corn  crop  combined  with  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  animal  units  to  be  fed.  Despite  gains  in  productivity, 
labor  and  material  costs  will  probably  continue  to  increase 
but  at  a  slower  rate  than  in  the  first  half  of  1970. 
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TURKEYS 

Recent  Situation 

Productioj7— Turkey  meat  output  in  Federally 
inspected  plants  during  January-September  this  year 
totaled  895  million  pounds,  13  percent  above  the  same 
months  of  1969.  The  number  of  turkeys  marketed 
during  this  period  totaled  63.6  million  birds,  13.5 
percent  more  than  a  year  ago.  The  live  weight  of  turkeys 
marketed  through  September  this  year  averaged  17.8 
pounds— up  slightly  from  a  year  earlier.  The  mix  of 
turkeys  marketed  in  1970  changed.  The  number  of 
fryer-roasters  increased  17  percent  and  young  turkeys  14 
percent,  while  the  number  of  old  turkeys  marketed  fell 
19  percent.  The  number  of  poults  hatched  has  declined 
seasonally  since  spring,  but  in  September  was  61  percent 
above  a  year  earlier.  Also,  eggs  in  incubators  on 
October  1  were  up  59  percent.  Most  of  these  turkeys 
will  be  marketed  in  the  first  half  of  1971.  The  increased 
poult  hatch  during  recent  months  and  the  larger  number 
of  eggs  in  incubators  the  first  of  October  indicate  that 
turkeys  have  been  kept  for  a  longer  laying  season  in 
1970.

The  volume  of  turkey  meat  inspected  in  recent 
months  for  further  processing  and  cutting  up  in 
Federally  inspected  plants  has  increased  to  above 
year-earlier  levels,  after  trailing  during  the  first  half  of 
1970.  Turkeys  used  for  cutting  up  and  further 
processing  during  January-September  totaled  458 
million  pounds,  1  percent  above  1969.  Reduced 
quantities  during  the  first  half  of  1970  largely  resulted 
from  smaller  available  supplies,  higher  prices,  and  the 
expectation  of  larger  turkey  supplies  later  in  the  year. 

Prices— Turkey  prices  have  exceeded  year-earlier 
levels  since  July  1968.  However,  prices  for  live  turkeys 
this  year  have  trended  down  since  March  and  averaged 
22  cents  a  pound  in  mid-October,  compared  with  25.6 
cents  in  mid-March  and  22.6  cents  for  October  1969. 


Prices  to  producers  for  January-October  this  year 
averaged  23.6  cents  a  pound,  3  cents  above  the  same 
period  of  1969.  New  York  wholesale  prices  for  young 
hens  (8-16  pounds,  ready-to-cook)  in  September 
averaged  38.9  cents  a  pound,  compared  with  37.8  cents 
for  September  1969.  Prices  for  young  toms  (14-20 
pounds)  in  September  averaged  35.1  cents  a  pound 
compared  with  34.4  cents  a  year  ago.  But  prices  for  hens 
and  young  toms  fell  below  year-earlier  levels  in  October 
and  will  likely  continue  below  for  the  rest  of  this  year.

The  turkey-feed  price  ratio  has  declined  in  recent 
months  but  has  held  near  year-earlier  levels.  The  ratio  in 
July-October  averaged  4.7,  compared  with  4.8  for  the 
same  months  of  1969.  A  5  percent  higher  feed  cost  was 
nearly  offset  by  a  3  percent  higher  turkey  price.  Turkey 
feed  prices  during  this  period  averaged  $95  a  ton— up  $5 
from  a  year  ago. 

Cold  storage  stocks  of  turkey  have  increased 
seasonally  since  June  and  on  October  1  totaled  341 
million  pounds  compared  with  329  million  a  year  earlier 
and  386  million  on  October  1,  1968.  Stocks  increased 
by  100  million  pounds  in  September  to  total  nearly  10 
million  more  than  in  1969.  Whole  birds  accounted  for 
about  98  percent  of  total  stocks  on  October  1,  1970. 

Utilization— Disappezra.T\ce  of  turkey  meat  during  the 
first  half  of  1970  was  lower  chiefly  because  of  lower 
available  supplies  and  higher  prices.  Although  1970 
production  has  been  substantially  higher,  sharply  lower 
January  1  stocks  kept  supplies  below  a  year  ago.  Cold 
storage  turkey  stocks  on  January  1,  1970  totaled  192 
million  pounds— 125  million  below  Januar}'  1,  1969. 

Turkey  consumption  during  Januar)'-September 
totaled  about  3.7  pounds  per  person,  compared  with  4.2 
pounds  in  the  like  period  of  1969. 

USDA  through  October  purchased  32.9  million 
pounds  of  young,  whole  ready-to-cook  frozen  turkey  for 
use  in  school  lunches  at  a  cost  of  $11.4  million.  This 
compares  with  20.6  million  pounds  and  $7.1  million  to 
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approximately  the  same  date  in  1969.  In  addition,  5.2 
million  pounds,  equivalent  rcady-to-cook  carcass  weight, 
of  canned  boned  turkey  was  purchased  through  October. 

Turkey  meat  exports  have  been  down. 
January-September  exports  totaled  22  million  pounds, 
ready-to-cook  weight.  This  compares  with  25  million 
pounds  in  the  same  months  of  1969. 

Outlook 

Production— Turkey  meat  output  in  1970  will  average 
about  10  percent  above  last  year.  Output  will  continue 
moderately  above  year-earlier  levels  in  the  first  half  of 
1971. 

The  higher  turkey  prices  this  year  may  lead  to  a 
further  moderate  expansion  in  1971,  despite  increasing 
costs  of  production.  Turkey  breeder  flock  owners  in  15 
major  producing  States  indicated  intentions  in 
September  to  keep  10  percent  more  turkey  breeder  hens 
for  the  1971  hatching  season  than  in  1970.  Flock 
owners  intended  to  keep  19  percent  more  light  breed 
hens  and  9  percent  more  heavy  breeds.  These  1 5  States 
account  for  approximately  four-fifths  of  all  breeder  hens 
in  the  United  States. 


Breeder  hens  in  1971  may  outnumber  1970  totals  in 
all  15  States  except  Pennsylvania,  down  13  percent; 
Oregon,  down  4  percent;  and  Iowa,  down  2  percent.  The 
largest  percentage  increases  are  in  Missouri  and  Ohio, 
each  33  percent;  Texas,  24  percent;  and  Oklahoma,  15 
percent.  This  early-season  survey  is  usually  a  good 
indication  of  the  volume  of  eggs  that  may  be  available 
for  raising  poults  the  following  year.  However,  the 
uncertainties  about  the  feed  situation  and  generally 
higher  production  cost  may  result  in  producers  keeping  a 
smaller  number  of  breeders  for  1971  than  indicated  in 
the  survey. 

PnVcs— Turkey  prices  the  rest  of  1970  may  remain 
near  October  levels— about  22  cents  per  pound  to 
producers— averaging  moderately  below  last  year.  Turkey 
prices  ran  up  sharply  in  the  closing  months  of  1969. 
Substantially  more  poults  are  being  hatched  in  the 
closing  months  of  1969  for  marketing  early  in  1971. 
Also,  cold  storage  holdings  of  turkeys  next  January  1  are 
likely  to  be  up  about  a  half  from  January  1,  1970.  Thus, 
larger  production  and  increased  cold  storage  stocks 
together  with  larger  supplies  of  red  meats  likely  will  hold 
turkey  prices  in  the  first  half  of  1971  well  below  the 
relatively  high  year-earlier  levels.
